OONK IO THE BOTTOM. 
Norfolk, Va., March 28.—The N or­ 
wegian bark Dictator, from Pensacola, 
Fla., to West Hartlepool, En J., laden 
with pine lumber, w ith a crew of fif­ 
teen and the captain's young wife and 
little boy of u years came ashore in a 
strong easterly gale 
Friday 
m orn­ 
ing 
four 
miles 
south 
of 
Cape 
Henry and two miles north of V ir­ 
ginia Leach hotel. 
Full crews from 
two life-saving stations were prom ptly 
on bund and began tiring lines to the 
ill-fated burk. 
The guns could not de­ 
liver the lines so far, though they were 
repeatedly fired. 
The ship finally suc­ 
ceeded in getting a line ashore tied to 
a barrel, which the surf carried to the 
life-savers. 
The breeches buoy wras 
quickly rigged and sent to the vessel,but 
unfortunately the bark's erew was ig­ 
norant of its use, and the rescue w as 
delayed until Oapt. Drink water, of the 
life-saving station, w rote instructions, 
put them iii a bottle and sent it to the 
Dictator by the line connecting the ves­ 
sel w ith the shore. 
The first m an 
was delivered ashore in eight m in­ 
utes and seven 
others 
were 
res­ 
cued before sunset. 
During the en­ 
tire day the ship rolled and pitched 
terribly 
and 
made 
the 
work 
of 
rescuing tike unhappy sailors exceeding­ 
ly difficult. 
At nightfall there were 
still nine persons on the bark and 
among the num ber the captain, his 
wife and little child. 
The captain had 
urged his wife all during the day to 
take 
the 
buoy and come ashore, 
but 
she steadily refused, 
as 
she 
would 
not leave tier husband and 
child, and only one oouid take the 
buoy at a time. 
The bark w ent to 
pieces Friday night and the seven th a t 
rem ained on her have been lost, in­ 
cluding the wife of the captain. 
The 
captain, ju st before the ship w ent to 
pieces, sprang into the sea w ith his son 
strapped to his back and reached the 
shore alive, but the boy was lost, 
m aking a total loss of eight lives. 
The Dictator was trying to m ake 
H ampton roads, having been disabled 
by hurricanes since the 12th inst. 
All 
th a t could be gathered from the half­ 
dead sailors us to the cause of the 
stranding of the vessel was th a t they 
did not know w here they were, the 
sun not having been seen for four days 
and the w eather so thick th at they 
struck the breakers before they could 
see the coast. 
The life-savers worked 
all day with g r e a t heroism. 
T h e appar­ 
ently slow progress of th o work of res­ 
cue is due to the fa c t th at a lifeboat 
could not live in the surf.

GEN. FITZ JOHN PORTER. 
Fitz John Porter was born in New 
Hampshire June 13, 1823. He was grad­ 
uated from West Point in 1845, became 
a captain in 1856 and a colonel in 1861. 
For his bravery at Gaines’ Mill and 
Malvern Hill in 1862 he was made major 
general. At the second battle of Bull 
Run, Aug. 29 and 30, 1862, he took no 
part, was censured therefor by Gen. 
Pope, tried and court martialed. From 
this decision he made repeated appeals 
for eighteen years. In 1883 a bill was in­ 
troduced for his relief, but failed of 
passage. The same year Gen. Grant, 
having thoroughly studied the case, de­ 
clared himself convinced of Porter’s in­ 
nocence. In 1886 a bill for his relief 
passed the Forty-eighth congress and 
was signed by President Cleveland. 
Since then he has resided in New York, 
where he has been prominent in busi 
ness and public life.
